Arnold asked to see his wife shortly 
before his death, and his request was 
communicated to her, ‘but she refused 
to go to him or make any comment 
on her action. 

Mrs. Arnold used an automatic pistol 
Two bullets pierced Arnold’s left breast 
within an inch of one another and just 
above the heart. 

The Arnolds lived in Natchez during 
the flood last epring,-and Mrs. Arnold 
made many friends among the.best peo- 
ple of the city. She is % ‘years old, a 
blonde and strikingly pretty. Arnold 
was a member of the Elks lodge in 
Memphis and of the St. Louis local 
branch of the Hoo-Hoos. 

The preliminary trial of Mrs. Arnold 
will be held Tuesday morning.

George Safford, a St. Louis lawyer. 
pleasure riding in his automobile Suu- 
day night, started to cross the viaduct 
over the Iron Mountain Ratlroad at the 
south end of Grand avenue.

Under the glare of his headlights the 
roadway of the viaduct looked Iike a 
shining piece of asphalt, still wet from 
the recent rains. When he had driven 
50 feet the front axle of his automobite 
suddenly disappeared beneath a soft 
substance consisting of about equal 
parts of mud and water. Safford de- 
scribed it as a “loblolly,” 

As it was 8 p. m. when his machine 
got stuck on the yiaduct, and 3 a. m. 
when it was dragged out by four other 
automobiles,. he said, he had plenty of 
time to analyze. the substance out n 
which the roadway was made. 

‘‘ingetead of being asphalted or con- 
creted, the roadway was made of soft 
dirt.“ said Safford to a reporter Mon- 
day, after he had bought a suit of new 
cinthes to replace the suit rulned whi 
trying to pry his machine out of the 
mire. “It was so soft that it appeared 
perfectly smooth under the lights, and 
n» one would have suspected that 11 
wat « trap. Saturday night one man 
drove his machine into the mire, and it 
took five hours to get it out. I kep* 
six other men from driving into the 
‘loblolly’ pool Sunday night. 

“The viaduct is about 200 feet Jong. 
In addition. to hiring four automobiles 
to pull me out, I had to hire a lot of 
men to help me. I was all in when I 
got out—and as for my suit of clothes, 
I had to throw it away.”

Missouri Prison 
Needs Reform, Says

are used on the offender. He merely is 
sentenced to spend the night in a dark 
cell by himself. 

Every Wednesday Warden Allen holds 
a mass meeting with his prisoners, at 
which no other official or attache of th+ 
prison is permitted to be present. At 
these meetings the prisoners report to 
the head of the institution the manner 
in which they are being treated by ths 
guards and offer suggestions to remedy 
what they consider injustice. In this 
way, if a prisoner has a complaint to 
make, he is sure that it reaches the ear 
of the proper official and he need have 
no fear of incurring the enmity of an 
offending guard because his grievance 
is treated confidentially by the Warden: 
This simple plan, Warden Allen said. 
has done away with the old “stool 
pigeon” system of ‘“‘snitching’’ which 
has caused brutality in the Missouri 
prison. 

The prisoners at Joliet enjoy one hour 


Warden Allen said he had found this 
rule benefited the igmates mentally and 
physically. 

First-grade men are permitted to play 
baseball, throw quoeits, duck the rock, 
write a letter to relatives or friends 
once a week, receive as many letters as 
are addressed tc them, receive visitors 
once a week, and in their spare tims; 
make trinkets to sell at private profit 


Third-grade mien lose the privilege of 
playing games and making trinkets, and 
they are limited to writing one letter in 
five weeks and receiving one Visitor a 
month. This form of punishment has 
had a tendency to make even the most 
refractory prisoner repent within four 
weeks and change his tactics. 

The whipping post was abolished with 
the private contract system, but soll- 
tary confinement continued to be a fa- 
vorite means of punishment until War- 
den Allen took charge. In the six months 
he has been in charge only 30 men have 
been sentenced to solitary confinerhent, 
as against 130 men in the previous six 
months. 

The “stringing up“ of men, in the 
opinion of Warden Allen, ig cruel and 
inhuman. Two weeks of such torture, 
he said, is certain to impair a man’s 
physical condition permanently and per- 
haps result in premature death. 

The sanitary condition of Joliet is not 
much of an improvement over that of 
Jefferson City, but what is lacking in 
the way of running water is in part 
made up for in ventilation, The cell ca- 
pacity at Joliet is for 1800 men, with | 
two in a cell. The compartments meas- 
urs 7 by 7 by 4 feet, and the berths ara 
as large as those in a sleeping car. Each 
bunk is equipped with mattress; sheet, 
comforter and pillow and the linen is 
kept clean. Four men occupy a singte 
cell at Jefferson City and no sheets are 
provided.

Hoyt was paroled from the prison re- 
cently on recommendation of Warden 
Meclugg, after he had informed the 
Warden of a plot several prisoners were 
making to escape. 
He was sentenced from St. Louis to 
serve a four-year term for a diamond 
robbery. 
Teat of His Statement. 

His statement follows: 
“Ag I have been released recently from 
the Missouri penitentiary I feel it an 
obligation and a duty, as one who will 
strive to lead the right kind of a life 
in the future, to advise the public of 
the great wrong being done Warden 
McClung and officers of that institu- 
tion by the sensational articles printed 
in some metropolitan newspapers charg- 
ing extreme cruelty in the punishment 
inflicted upon inmates. 
“If these stories were investigated 
thoroughly by the people they would 
find them untrue and based upon the 
word of habitual criminals who have 
nes regard or respect for society, dis- 
cipline or anything elise.

For several days the newspapers have 
been printing articles more or less sen- 
sational concerning the treatment of 
the convicts, especially the punishment 
by hanging in the ‘rings.’ I know therc 
is a general laugh throughout the prison 
among the inmates when such stories 
find their way into print. 

says Stories Are Exaggerated. 
J have spent about two years in pris- 
on here, and have studied the nature of 
criminals. There is no class of men more 
generous and sympathetic among them- 
selves than convicts. When one is 
caught selling dope or breaking some 
other prison rule, and is punished, tha 
newg spreads rapidly, and as it travels 
there is something added to each tale, 
until it begins to sound cruel and in- 
human. 
“Consequently some convict who has +. 
little education writes the press of the 
tortures inflicted and of the eruel treat- 
ment the men are receiving, with no re- 
gard to the real facts. . 
The worst evil in the Missouri Peniten- 
tlary is caused by dope peddlers. These 
are convicts skilled in evasion of the 
prison rules. They manage to get money 
to smuggle the stuff into the prison and 
work through carefully selected lieu- 
tenants. 
„There are many habitual dope fiends 
among the men, but the peddlers ara 
not sotisfied with supplying these, but 
are constantly widening their business 
field by inducing young convicts to use 
drugs. 
“In many instances, in order to make a 
regular customer out of a man, they 
will supply him with the stuff free un - 
til he has acquired an appetite for it 
that will not be denied, and will beg. 
borr’w or seal to satisfy it. There is 
no punishment too severe for the done 
peddlers WI.

TASK SYSTEM 
IS TO BE 


AT PRISON 
VESTIGATED 


Attorney-General Barker Calls for Data on 
Work Required of Convicts Under Con- 
tract Labor, Which Sends Many to ‘Rings.’ 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 17.—Attor- 
ney-General Barker told the Post-Dis. 
patch correspondent today that he had 
asked Deputy Warden Gilvin of the 
Missouri‘ penitentiary for complete in- 
formation relative to the task“ system 
ir, the prison factortes.. 

The Attorney-General’s statement 
seemed to give promise of an investiga- 
tion of the task“ system, which is 
the cause of most of the punishments 
tn the rings.“ Prisoners working in 
the contract factories, who fail or re- 
fuse to do their tasks are “strung up“ 
in the “rings” or otherwise punished. 

Barker said he intended to summarize 
the information obtained from Gilvin 
and lay it before the Board of Prison 
Inspectors for consideration. The board 
fixes the task for the convicts hired to 
the contractors, each man being required 
t» do a certain amount of work each 
day. The present board has not in- 
vestigated the tasks now in force, but 
approved them as fixed by the former 
board. 


Few Fallares Each Day. 

“I have asked for full information on 
this subject, Barker said. The re- 
ports show that only four or five men 
each day fail to perform their tasks. 
There are 1640 men working under con- 
tract in the prison factories. It seems 
to me that the percentage of failures is 
very low, 

T understand that the tasks are easy. 
and that at least 75 per cent of the men 
employed in the factories, after they 
have finished their tasks each day, earn 
extra money by working on their own 
time for the prison contractor. Ther 
have the option, when they on finished 
their tasks, of returning to their celis 
or working to earn extra money. Most 
of them prefer to earn some money to 
buy comforts not provided by the prison. 

Jam satisfied that the Missouri Pen- 
itentiary is the best managed prison in 
the world. It is like one big home out 
there with its 2500 inmates. 

“The worst condition at the peniten- 
tiary is the congestion. That could be 
relieved only by additional cell buildings 

“We are constructing a new $400,000 
cell building in the penitentiary. Every 
members of the prison board feels that

“In conciusion, let me say to the peo- 
pie of Missouri that they should not 
heltieve these sensational stories.

“Every member of the present 
prison board is opposed to the con- 
tract labor system. But the board 1s 
purely an administrative body, ear- 
rying out the will of the Legislature. 
We are compelled to let the contracts 
as directed by law. Until the Legisla- 
ture makes other provisions, the con- 
tract system will continue to exist. *

ONCE ABOLISHED

The contract labor system was abol- 
ighed by the Forty-sixth General A8 
sembly, which provided that the con- 
tracts should not be renewed on ex- 
piration, Dec. .

Newspaper Praises Huerta 
for Attitude Toward U. S. 


MEXICO CITY, Nov. 17.—The Im- 
parcial today refers editorially to 
the organization of the Mexican 
Congress. 

“It appears,” says the Impar- 
cial, that this Congress displeases 
the mighty Personage of the White 
House. He takes us for slaves, 
whereas we belong to the noble and 
flerce race of Cuauntemoc, the last 
Aztec sovereign of Mexico, crossed 
with the blood of that other indom- 
itable and proud people whose 
monuments of glory rear them- 
Selves on the heights of the Andes, 

Our grand President, now em- 
barrassed by intrigue, stands more 
firm than porphyry or bronze. 

A people which loses its inde- 
pendence and dignity without a su- 
preme effort is worse than dead and 
merits eternal ignominy.“ 

The article continues by saying 
that the writer cannot believe the 
Yankees will launch upon such an 
insane adventure as a war with 
Mexico.

All the Ministers of foreign countries 
are still here and it is not anticipated 
that any of them will leave their posts, 
even in case of intervention. 

Admiral von Hinze, the German Min- 
ister, said he saw no reason for anxiety. 
“A plan is being considered,“ he said 
by which armed intervention will most 
surely be avoided.” 


TWO MORE. FEDERAL

EL, PASO, Tex., Nov. 17.—Twe former 
Federal officials of Juarez, who were 
taken prisoners by Gen. Francisco 
Villa's rebel troops, were executed at 
Juarez Sunday. They were Pablo Ebave, 
an official in the Juarez Police Depart- 
ment, and Juan Cordova, chief of the 
Juarez secret police. 

The executions took place at ‘the 
Juarez cemetery, the condemned mer 
standing on the brinks of newly dug 
graves and falling in when the firing 
quad shot them.

Austria Tries to Deter Ferdinand 
but Germany Reiterates 
Friendship for Greece.

BERLIN. | Nov. 17—King Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria, who arrived today in Coburg, 
is passing through such a crisis that 
his abdication of the throne im favor of 
his son is probable. 

The King is residing incognito at the 
palace in Coburg. He spent this morn- 
ing in prayer at the graves of his an- 
cestors. 

Austrian statesmen are doing their ut 
most to discourage his proposed sur- 
render of the throne, because they con- 
sider the young Crown Prince Boris 


friendly to Russia. 

King Ferdinand, at the same time, is 
receiving little encouragement in Ger- 
many. Emperor William and the Ger- 
man Government have expressed them 
selves openly as friendly to Greece. It 
is understood that when King Ferdinand 
expressed a desire to come to Berlin, 
he was given an intimation that such 
a visit would be useless. 

Ferdinand is the youngest son of the 
late Prince Augustus of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha and was elected Prince of Bul- 
garia on July 7, 1887. He declared him- 
self King in 1908, and was recognized 
by the Powers.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Sixty-five 
suffragists from New Jersey ‘visited 
the executive offices at the White House 
today, and were received by President 
Wuson. 
“We came to ask you to make suf- 
trage a national question,“ Mrs. E. F. 
Feickert, head of the delegation, told 
the President, and we would like you 
to Include in your annual message sup- 
port for the constitutional amendment 
now pending to grant to women the 
right to vote. We would like also if 
you would use your efforts to have the 
Committee on Rules in the House ap- 
point a woman suffrage committee to 
push consideration of the amendment 
now pending in the Senate and on which 
we would like to see an early vote.“ 
“I was just talking the other day.“ 
returned the President, “with some gen- 
tlemen from the House about the ap- 
pointment of a committee and we have 
the matter under consideration.“ 
“Ok, thank you,“ chorused the women. 
Mrs. Abraham Van Winkle of New- 
ark, president of the Women’s Political 
Union of New Jersey, told the President 
it was the function of that organization 
to enlist the working women of the 


State in suffrage and appealed to him to 
advance the cause. 


A California woman, who had been 
waiting to shake hands with the Presi- 
dent; slipped into the line. 

“I voted for you, Mr. Wllson,”’ she 
said proudly. 

The suffragists wore no regalia or 


colors, but as they left the White House 


flags and pennants were brought out 
and they prepared to storm the Capitol.

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—An Ethel Bar- 
rymore mcktinee at the Empire Theater 
on a brightly crisp Saturday afternoon 
in mid-November, with a new and bril- 
liantly successful play as the medium of 
Ps green is of necessity a joyous 
and stimulating event. 

It was into the full glow of such an 
enlivening occasion that I ventured, 
finding Charles Frohman’s pet play- 
house crowded to the doors with New 
York femininity and its transient sister- 
hood of out-of-town women, all keenly 
alert to see Miss Barrymore as the 
cattish and somewhat sinister Madani 
Okraska, the title role in Tante,“ the 
Haddon Chambers dramatization of 
Anne Douglas Sedgwick’s novel cruci- 
fying the musical temperament as re- 
vealed by great interpretative pianistes. 

This big assemblage of Eve's daugh- 
fers intent upon paying tribute to 
Ethel Barrymore in the New Tork 
theater where first she became a star 
waS, of course, a pretty sight to see. 
But what most vitally interested me, 
because of its curious, yet ‘perhaps 
typical inconsistency, was the stubborn 
kcyalty with which all these women 
persisted in worshiping Miss Barrymore 
in a part so essentially and incurably 
malevolent that it is as alien to the 
Barrymore genius as can possibly be 
cenceived.

It is also true that Miss Barrymore. 
unconsciously, perhaps, and by sheer 
compulsion of her own frank and whole- 
some nature, vastly minimizes the ma 
lignant aspect of Mme. Okraska, mak- 
ing a sort of subdued “Ethel Barrymore 
cat” out of one of the cruelest, softly 
purring, yet venomously clawing, feline 
women ever placed upon the American 
stage, and that this, too, encourages the 
sustained feminine adoration of Ethel 
Barrymore for Ethel Barrymore's sake 
alone. To the precise extent that she 
dces this, however, and unhappily fu- 
her own enduring renown as an actress, | 
she betrays her art and is false to the 
character itself. 

Already great and undeniable as is her 
New York triumph in the part, the 
truth is that the title role of Tante 
is a bit too subtle, too “temperamental,” 
too sinuously baffling in its psycholog- 
ical rhases for Miss Barrymore’s native 
equipment completely to encompass. It 
is relentlessly and masterfully drawn by 
novelist and dramatist alike. 

Every incident and every situation uf 
the story’s development brings into 
zumulative evidence the truth of the 
underlying evil of Mme, Okraska’s sur- 
face-lovable artist’s soul and the part 
murt needs be plyed in this same spirit 
of inexorable fidelity to the ugly truth 
if it is to be properly played. 

Miss Barrymore does not thus play it. 
There are moments when she seems to 
trifle with it in sheer good nature an! 
for weak pity’s sake. She permits the 
Ethel Barymore candor and the Ethel 
Larrymore healthfulness of mood t) 
break in upon her drawing and to im- 
pair beyond remedy that grim life- 
likeness to the true and dreadful aspect 
of Mie. Okraska’s being, which should 
be the final imprint of the portrait’; 
bearing. 

An Egomaniac Genfus. 

Advisedly I use the word “dreadful’’ 
to describe the essential quality of the 
character. Madame Okraska is that 
remorseless, ‘pitiless and faithless of 
all the human products of a high state 
of civilization, an egomaniac genius who 
demands the whole world’s pampering; 
who compels the utter self-sacrifice and 
absorbed, almost consecrated, service 
and worship of all who love her; who} 
has no thought of anything save her 
own colossal vanity’s satisfying, and 
who, having squeezed dry of its heart’s 
blood the best loyalty of each successive 
devotee, contemptuously casts aside the 
vampired one and turns again, gloat- 
ing, to her beloved art's exercise, know- 
ing that there, unfailingly, she shall re- 
new the supply of victims necessary 
to her gluttonous egomania’s full feed- 
ing.

SAVAGERY AT JUAREZ 

The capture of Juarez by Constitutionaligts is 
reported as a capture in miniature of the repub- 
lic by Huerta and Diaz. The triumphant faction 
fe said at once to have begun the murder of the 
captured faction’s leaders. Similar barbarities by 
Constitutionalists have been reported from the 
interior; these just across the border ought to be 
easy of confirmation. Murders by the insurrec- 
tionists cannot be condoned while murders by 
Huerta are condemned. 5 

The facts in the Juarez executions should be 
established by inquiry. Strong representations 
stiould be made to the Constitutionalists by the 
United States. If it is not possible to convince 
them that their practices shock civilization by 
their savagery, it ought at least to be possible to 
convince them that they are bad form. 
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"Don't talk to us of law,“ says Editor Diaz 
Miron, member of the new Mexican Congress. 
“What have we to do with law? We are above 
the law.” Huerta policies find in this their 
frankest, most accurate definition. 

MEXIOCO’S FIGHTING STRENGTH. 
If Huerta, through continued defiance of the 
United States, should bring about conditions mak- 
ing intervention unavoidable, what fighting 
strength has he to rely on? | 
The population of Mexico is about 14,000,000. 
Her regular army numbers 31,000, with reserves, 
consisting of partly trained militia, of 60,000, max- 
ing a total war strength of 91,000. And the World 
Almanac gives 1,000,000 as the number of men 
unorganized and “dvailable for duty.” Mexico’s 
“navy” consists of five third-class cruisers, prac- 
tically gunboats, and two destroyers. 

Mexico’s annual revenue from all sources aggre- 
gates $55,500,000 in round numbers, all of which is 
needed for current expenses. This means that she 
would be unable to equip her 1,000,000 unorganized 
“available” fighting men without large loans, 
which it is unlikely would be forthcoming in the 
event of war. 

Against this apparent strength must be set the 
fact that the regular forces, with the exception 
of a garrison at the capital, are engaged in oppos- 
ing the revolutionists. ‘If, as ie improbable, these 
revolutionists should unite with Huerta’s forces 
to fight Uncle Sam, the problem would become 
much more serious. 

Our former war with Mexico, in 1846 and 1847, 
necessitated the use of 30,954 United States reg- 
ulars and 73,776 volunteers and the total loss on 
our side in killed and wounded was 4828. At that 
time, as at present, Mexico was unable to use her 
entire fighting strength against the United States 
on account of serious internecine troubles. 
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CORPORATION TAX’S NEW TOLL 
The income tax law does not apply to corpora- 


ing in some instances to 7 per cent, which it 
applies to individual incomes: The law is, how- 
ever, so framed that the same identical incre- 
ment in corporate profits may be forced to pay 
successively the flat 1 per cent corporation rate. 
It is, as a matter of fact, a rate graduated ac- 
cording to the number of interlocked corpora 
tions through which a given amount of corporate 
profits may pass. Some corporation officers seem 
to be just making the painful discovery. | 
Many incorporated companies own stock inf 
other incorporated cofpanies. The original cor- 
poration tax law passed in 1909 provided that 
dividends from a corporation which had once 
paid the tax should not be again taxed when 
they reappeared in the dividends of a second 
company owning, stock in the first. This exemp- 
tion is abolished by the new law, as well ks the 
exemption of the first $5000 in profits.” Every 
dollar of net corporate income, irrespective of the 
source from which it is derived, will be taxed.

BRUTALITY TOWARD CONVICTS. 
From the Indianapolis Star. 

Prisoners in the Missouri State Peni- 
tentiary complain of the brutal punish- 


of the instances are as horrifying as the 
stories of tortures practiced in the Mid- 
dle Ages. Whipping is common, accord- 
ing to charges preferred against the 
prison officials. But whipping is hardly 
more than an Incident against the more 
vicious and brutal practice, described 
with great detail, of requiring prisoners 
to stand with their hands manacled high 
above their heads for 14 hours out of 
24. One of the prisoners, writing anony- 
mously to the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
says: 

“Can men be reformed by injustice 
and brutality? I say to you, NO SIR 
but that on the contrary many men 
come here really and truly repentent, 
determined to pay their debt to the 
State and try to live their disgrace 
down, and who, solely through the treat- 
ment they receive or hear and know of 
others receiving, leave here with murder 
in their hearts, determined to make so- 
clety pay for what it has allowed them, 
through its representatives, unjustly to 
nuf fer.“ : 

Inhumanities of the kind charged 
against the management of the Missouri 
institution render useless the operations 
of such bodies as the American Prison 
Congress. The work of the congress is 
futile because of its failure to impress 
wardens everywhere with the need for 
the enlightened treatment of men. A 
problem in penological treatment equal- 
ly important with the prisoners them- 
selves is the attitude of the guardian of- 
ficers. It is an exceedingly poor War- 
den who feels that the sole method of
